MOSCOW, June 12.—(Satur- 
day.)—(#)—The Soviet Union to- 
day branded as traitors eight of 
its highest military leaders and 
‘decreed for them “the highest 
measure of social defense”—death 
by shooting. 

Moving swiftly and ruthlessly to 
stamp out what those in power 
conceive to be treason at the very 
top of the Red army, the nation’s 
highest tribunal announced its 
verdict less than 24 hours after 
the charges had been published. 

The eight are General Michail 
N. Tukhachevsky, brilliant 44- 
year-old military figure and until 
a month ago vice commissar of de- 
fense, and seven generals, some of 
whom held posts near the summit 
of the Red army heirarchy. 

No A 

Under the law there is no ap- 
peal from the judgment, passed by 
the military tribunal of the su- 
preme court of the U. S. S. R., 
and the sentence must be carried 
out “immediately.” 

The verdict stripped the eight of 
all military ranks and titles, in- 
cluding Tukhachevsky’s “marshal 
of the Soviet Union.” He was one 
of five accorded that highest rank 
when it was established two years 
ago. 

Two othérs of the five marshals 
sat among his judges, two mar- 
shals, six generals and the famous 
president of the dread tribunal, 
Vasily .V. Ulrich, who already has 
presided at two other spectacular 
treason trials within less than a 
year which sent 29 men before 
firing squads. 

All Plead Guilty. 

A communique said the eight 
pleaded guilty to all charges. It 
continued: 

“The court has established that 
the accused were in the service of 
the military service of one foreign 
state carrying on an unfriendly 
policy toward the U. S. S. R.: that 
they have systematically supplied 
military circles of that country 
with spy information; carried on 
wrecking action in order to break 
the power of the workers’ and 
peasants’ Red army and in case of 
a military attack upon the U. S. 
S. R. to prepare for the defeat of 
the U. S. S. R.; that they aimed 
to aid the disorganization of the 
U. S. S. R. and the restoration of 
landlords and capitalists in the 
7. o. 5S. R.” 

The foreign country was not 
named, but Moscow generally un- 
derstood it to be either Germany 
or Japan.

Enforcement of a. 63-hour-a- 
week business schedule for retail 
groceries in Atlanta was asked 
yesterday of the city by a group 
of merchants. 

Under the plan as outlined, 
merchants who are staying open 
overtime would pay heavier li- 
censes than those keeping what 
was described as a standard work 
week. 

Indications were that City At- 
torney Jack C. Savage will be 
asked to draft an ordinance to en- 
force the closing provisions. He has 
already given an opinion that the 
city could establish a sliding scale 
of license fees based on the num- 
ber of hours a store stays open. 

A group of merchants called on 
Mayor Hartsfield during the morn- 
ing, asking for his co-operation. 
Alderman Roy -E. Callaway prob- 
ably will have the ordinance for 
submission to council June 21. 

R. I. Barge, secretary of the At- 
lanta Retail Food Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, pointed out that a small 
group of merchants insists on 
keeping long hours and refuses to 
observe the half-day closing on 
Wednesdays. Under the plan as 
outlined to Mayor Hartsfield, 
stores would open at 7 a. m. and 
close at 6 p. m., on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Fridays. They 
would cpen at the same time on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, but 
would close at 1 p. m. on Wednes- 
days and at 9 p. m. on Saturdays.

Electric Storms 
In Brain Reveal 
Clues to Insanity 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 
11.—(4)—Electrical messages from 
the stratosphere region of the 
brain where the emotions and the 
soul are supposed to be located 
were declared today by two neu- 
rologists to give a new insight 
into the nature of insanity and 


‘the clouds and storms in the vast 
atmosphere of the personality.” 

Dr. Frederick Lemere, of Medi- 
cal Lake, Washington, and Dr. 
Hallowell Davis, of Boston, told 
the closing session of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association’s meeting 
these storms and cross-currents 
which change a normal mind into 
a bizarre thing can be charted 
accurately just as the weather- 
man charts the weather. 

Such brainstorms have a char- 
acteristic effect on the electrical 
waves of the brain which can be 
picked up and recorded on a spe- 
cial machine. Every human be- 
ing has a pattern of brain waves 
as characteristic as fingerprints, 
Dr. Lemere declared. 

Dr. Davis added he had found 
passive, patient, dependent people 
have “strong and plentiful” pri- 
mary brain waves while persons 
with a consistent internal drive 
for prestige or power have only a 
few weak such waves.

TRAFFIC ARTERY 


28-Mile South Fulton High- 
way Would Relieve 
Congestion. 


Plans for a new highway 
through south Fulton county, cost- 
ing $500,000 and destined to re- 
lieve congested north and south- 
west-bound traffic, were revealed 
yesterday by Commissioner George 
F. Longino, chairman of public 
works. 

Route of the proposed super 
highway is laid between Palmetto, 
in old Campbell county, to a point 
on. Cascade road near the Chatta- 
hoochee river. 

The proposed route would cov- 
er 28 miles and would be paved 
with the best available materials, 
the commissioner said. 


With the road completed, traffic, 
bound for Montgomery and New 
Orleans could turn left after cross- 
ing the Bolton bridge and proceed 
southwestward, thereby avoiding 
heavy Atlanta traffic. 

In a similar manner, cars and 
trucks bound for Birmingham 
would -pass around Atlanta and 
from the Cascade road reach the 
Bankhead highway. 

The proposed project is entire- 
ly new, the corgmissioners said, 
and work on securing approval for 
it from the thighway board was 
only begun this week. So far, the 
board members are in accord with 
the plans, Longino said. 

Other road projects of the coun- 
ty include the widening of the 
Roosevelt highway southward to 
Newnan; widening and repaving 
of the Roswell road and the pav- 
ing of Byron highway, thus af- 
fording an outlet to the Bankhead 
highway.

HOOVER ONCE ASKED 
‘A DICTATORSHIP 


State Department Reveals 
He Urged Wilson To Ap- 
ply to Russia. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—(7) 
Confidential documents in the 
State Department files, made pub- 
lic today, disclosed that in 1919 
Herbert Hoover proposed to Pres- 
ident Wilson that a one-man “eco- 
nomic dictatorship” be set up to 
save Russia. 

The proposal was made in a let- 
ter from Hoover, then director 
general of relief on the Supreme 
Economic Council, in Paris, to 
= Wilson, dated June 21, 
1919. 

State Department officials said 
they had no knowledge of its pre- 
vious publication and included it 
in a volume of diplomatic corres- 
pondence concerning American 
relations with Russia in 1919. 

Hoover predicted the eventual 
downfall of Bolshevik govern- 
ment, or its swing to the right, 
and declared no government in 
that vast disorganized country 
could become established without 
economic reorganization. 

He also emphasized that it was 
vitally necessary to set up one 
country as the economic manda- 
tory and give ohe man the power 
tc administer the gigantic task of 
putting Russia back on its feet,

SENATE TO MODIFY 


REVAMPING’ BILL 


Boards and Agencies To Re- 
main Independent Under 
Measure. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—(A)— 
Confidential copies of the govern- 
ment reorganization bill by Sen- 
ator Robinson, the’ Democratic 
leader, disclosed today that it pro- 
poses a number of major modifi- 
cations in the program recom- 
mended by President Roosevelt. 

The copies were distributed to 
members of the senate reorganiza- 
tion committee. They showed the 
bill would retain the major frame- 
work of the Roosevelt proposal, 
but would authorize only one new 
government department instead of 
the two suggested by the chief 
executive. 

Furthermore, it would eliminate 
one of the most controversial items 
in the President’s original pro- 
gram—the placing of present in- 
under executive departments. 

Republicans have served notice 
they will fight the broad general 
authority in the bill for the Presi- 
dent to shift, or abolish, federal 
agencies. 

With certain exceptions, the 
measure would permit the Pres- 
ident to transfer, reorganize, or 
abolish agencies, provided he gave 
congress 60 days in which to veto 
his changes.

Plans call for a 2,000-yard ex- 
tension of the east-west runway 
and installation of an entirely new 
lighting system, including flood- 
lights and boundary lights, and 
new radio beam blind landing 
equipment. More land must be 
purchased on/the west side of the 
field for the extension, it was 


said. 
Early Report Expected. 

The plans agreed upon yester- 
day by the officials will be sub- 
mitted shortly to Harry L. Hop- 
kins, WPA administrator, for his 
approval. His report is expected 
here within two or three weeks. 

Attending the conference yes- 
terday were Colonel Sumter 
Smith, aeronautical engineer for 
the WPA; Corrington Gill, first 
assistant to Mr. Hopkins; Major 
A. B. McMullen, director of alr- 
ports for the Federal Bureau of 
Air Commerce; Phillips Moore, 
WPA airport supervisor for Geor- 
gia and Florida, and Jack Gray, 
manager of Candler field. 

Considerable grading will have 
to be done before the new asphalt 
runways ean be laid, Moore said 
last night. The proposed work 
will amount to more than half 
that done on the airport about 
two years ago, when $325,000 was 
spent on the field. 

Atlanta Expense. 

Whether or not the city of At- 
lanta will have to bear part of 
the expense of the project is still 
not determined, Moore declared. 
Negotiations will be started, he 
said, to avoid any appreciable ex- 
penditure by the city under an 
exemption which sometimes ob- 
tains on airport work due to the 
fact that the field is used by the 
government. 

The blind landing equipment, 
which recently was developed, is 
being installed in the larger air- 
ports of the north and will be in- 
cluded in the specifications for 
Candler fiéld.

(Cop t, 1937, for The Constitution 
ani the Nest as Newspaper 
John D. Rockefeller always con- 
sidered his conquest of ill health 
as his greatest triumph. 


was a victim of psia and 
racking indigestion, one 
period of 18 months his diet was 
restricted to acidulated mil’: and 
crackers. 

Food never was of any particu- 
lar importance to him. He ate 
only to live and very sparingly. 
Cheese and olive oil, once shunn- 
ed, were consumed moderately. 
Two or three spoonfuls of olive 
oil were swallowed each week “to 
lubricate the joints.” 

Cultivated Sunny Nature. 

During the’ period of his ap- 
parent decline it was noticeable to 
those around him that John D. 
sought to cultivate the sunny side 
of his nature. He told a member 
of his family that one could school 
one’s self to think, as well as talk, 
in terms of optimism. One day 
John D.’s joints creaked under 
the strenuous massaging of Dr. 
Louis Fechtig, an osteopath. 

“Listen to that, doctor,” re- 
marked John D., wryly. “They 
say I control all the oil in the 
country and I haven’t enough even 
to oil my own joints.” 

With his only son capably as- 
suming his business burdens to a 
greater extent each year, the oil 
king, in retirement, devoted him- 
self to what he always said, 
chuckling, were his real passions, 


moved mountains, leveling some 
hilltops and oe entire hill- 
sides with grown trees.

Pocantico: His Pride. 

Pocantico was John D.’s pride.

He steadily main- 
tained that Standard Oil, from an 
economic point of view, was the 
most justifiable institution in in- 
dustrial history. 

Long before he died, John D. 
believed that history had brought 
in a favorable verdict upon him 
and his works.

TRADE WITH CANADA 


The first year of operation of the trade 
agreement between the United States and Can- 
ada provides striking evidence of the value of 
the reciprocal trade pacts which are being 
effected by Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

The agreement with Canada was put into 
effect on January 1, 1936, at a time when agri- 
cultural conditions and other factors could 
hardly have been more unfavorable. Yet the 
reports on the result of that commercial pact 
during the first 12 months of operation are 
strikingly encouraging. 

American sales to Canada increased $57,- 
000,000 over those of 1935, reaching a total of 
$370,000,000. American imports from Canada 
gained $92,000,000, making the total $378,000.- 
000. Thus the two channels of trade almost 
balanced. Each country was enabled to pay 
for increased imports through increased ex- 
ports and an important channel of interna- 
tional trade was thus deepened and widened 
and made more valuable. 

The more rapidly the artificial dams to 
world commerce, erected largely as a war after- 
math and during the panicky days of the 
world depression, are removed, the more rapid- 
ly will the business dealings of the world bring 
increased prosperity to all nations. At the same 
time, greater commercial contacts provide one 
of the surest and most effective highways to 
the maintenance of world peace. 


INDICTED BY THE RECORD 


Dr. Charles 8. MacFarland, general secre- 
tary emeritus of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, in a letter to 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler, of Germany, indicts 
him as an arch enemy of God and the brother- 
hood of mankind. 

Dr. MacFarland reveals that he has waited, 
in response to request of Der Fuehrer himself, 
for four years before passing judgment. Now, 
in a spirit of sorrowing friendliness, he reluc- 
tantly declares his cénviction that “whatever 
you may have done for the economic life of 
Germany, you have wrecked its Christian 
ideals.” 

By its very restraint the letter from Dr. 
MacFarland becomes more damning in its con- 
demnation of the policies of the German dic- 
tator in regard to the church and the finer 
ideals of life. He recall8 that four years ago 
he made a study of the religious situation in 
Germany with the approval of the third reich 
and, on January 30, 1933, Hitler “begged to be 
given four years’ time before people should 
judge.’ Now, having waited those four years, 
Dr. MacFarland renders his judgment: 


You are isolating Germany from the rest of 
humanity, while, by persecution and exile, you are 
contributing to other people many of Germany’s 
Yinest minds and spirits. ...I can only say that 
you have, by consenting or approving, permitted 
the desecration of ideals of honor, integrity, truth 
and humanity. ... That you are forfeiting the 
respect of the civilized world... . You are lead- 
ing your adopted nation to an abyss. ... You 
cannot build an enduring nation upon ¢rce and 
hate. 


Rarely in history has a world figure been 
so accused. Accused not only by Dr. MacFar- 
land, but by the indorsement which all civi- 
lized men, the world over, voice to his words, 

In a world that, despite wars and social 
injustice, dictatorship and demagoguery, is 
climbing nearer to the ideals of the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man, Hitler 
stands as an enemy to spiritual advance. In 
a world that sees its businessmen and states- 
men daily turning to the ethics of service to 


‘all and where ruthless selfishness is beginning 


to be relegated to the limbo of an unmourned 
past, Hitler stands forth as the apostle of force 
and hatred. 

Careful observers of the European situation 
have asserted that the era of dictatorships, 
unhappy aftermath of the World War, is 
doomed to pass within ten years. Democracy’s 
standard, upheld by the American nations, the 
British Empire and some of the smaller nations 
of Europe, is destined by the power of right to 
float again at the topmast of the world. 

History will inscribe the name of Adolf Hit- 
ler as one of those whose acts have tended to 
halt the upward climb of mankind—strong for 
a while, but as ridiculous as King Canute when 
he commanded the tides to halt, when he seeks 
to block man’s climb toward his foreordained 
status on the right hand of God.

BUILD HIGHWAYS FOR TOMORROW 


The ever-increasing use of speedier and 
heavier automotive vehicles is rapidly outmod- 
ing the paved highways which were consid- 
ered the ultimate word in travel arteries only 
@ decade or two ago. 

New forms of vehicular development, nota- 
bly the heavy freight trucks and the advent of 
that mobile home, the auto trailer, have added 
new hazards to travel upon the vast proportion 
of highways of Georgia. Roads which were 
near perfection for their uses of ten, or even 
five, years ago are today antiquated, 

Eventually all roads will have to be mod- 
ernized. The day will come when the ribbons 
of concrete will be at least twice as wide as 
those in use today. Improved engineering will 
eliminate many of the curves which now con- 
stitute one of the greatest of all menaces to 
safety in travel. 

Already some European nations are provid- 
ing separate roads for the heavier and slower- 
moving truck traffic. Newest designs in ap- 
proach to eliminate the need for crossing the 
flow of traffic at intersections must be adopt- 
ed. Grade crossings must all, ultimately, be 
eliminated. The proper angle for each road on 
every unavoidable curve must be scientifically 
constructed. 

Many of the paved roads in Georgia today 
are as inadequate to modern needs as mud 
roads were to the earlier users of the automo- 
bile. It will be as imperative in a few years, 
if it is not today, to get Georgia off the old- 
fashioned dangerous roads as it was, a decade 
ago, to get the state “out of the mud.” 

The State Highway Board has shown it real- 
izes this condition. The main roads now being 
built conform‘to the requirements of the mod- 
ern era. It will be truest economy not only 
to cease paving right-of-ways that curve in 
dangerous arabesques all over the landscape, 
but to create permanent, wide roadways of con- 
crete to suit the travel, not only of today, but 
of the years to come.

not much help; and the revenue 


agents are rough about allowing deductions, such as the five and 
‘six cents per gallon taxes paid on gasoline, unless the taxpayer has 


documentary proof of how many gallons he bought.

his six-cents-a-package tax on cigarets or on the cosmetics his 


wife buys.

The Russian Mystery. 
NEW YORK—Mediaeval travel- 


ers found Russia to be a land of 
“incomprehensible mystery,” to 
employ the phrase of one famous 
French voyageur. Things have 
not changed a great deal since the 
18th century: Russia is still the 
vast unknown quantity, The one 
moment you read a book of im- 
pressions by a prominent French 
industrialist and financier like M. 
Henri de Kerillis, full of praise 
and admiration for what has been 
achieved there, or an article by 
Dr. John Haynes Holmes—setting 
forth that “step by step, some- 
times painfully, they are, over 
these advancing towards a greater 
measure of well-being for the 
mass of the people and then, all 
at once, comes word of mass- 
trials, terror and _ intimidation 
practiced on a large scale and 
frightful signs of unrest. 


It seems to me that the Russian 
people, a patient people, did they 


not pay tribute to Genghis Khan|G 


and his successors for hundreds 
of years without a murmur?—are 
at the end of their moral endur- 
ance. They have been sacrificing 
for years now, first in the period 
of war and civil war and _ then 
while the dominant party experi- 
mented with deep-going social 
transformations, and they have 
had about all that can be expected 
of human beings. There is a limit 
to what human beings can Stand. 

Clinics and schools and factories 
and steel ovens are indeed neces- 
sary, but the people have a right 
to expect that the state, which 
uses them as one uses cogs in a 
machine, shall concern itself a lit- 
tle more with their personal wel- 
fare. Even rags will wear out. 
The sour brown bread, the chief 
staple of food still at this time, 
becomes nauseating. Motion pic- 
tures and theaters are excellent, 
but crowding together with two 
or three other families in one 
room, or at best, in a small apart- 
ment, is no pleasure. Indeed, it 
soon becomes a nightmare.

English Press. 


In. attacking the British press 
Mussolini has committed an im- 
mense mistake. The whole world 
knows that the London Times and 
the .Daily Telegraph, ultra-conser- 
vative both of them in their edi- 
torial point of view, are papers 
incomparable in their objectivity 
and fairness. Yet the correspond- 
ents of these two great newspa- 
pers have been expelled from 
Italy. Does Mussolini want no 
impartial witnesses on the scene? 
It must be said that the Duce’s 
enmity for the Times does not 
date from yesterday. In 1923 the 
Italian mavy suddenly. sent a 
shower of shells into the island 
of Corfu. That was a simple 
warning to the government of 
reece, a small and weak coun- 
try. Fifty women and children 
were killed in one of the hos- 
pitals. 

One sole newspaperman had 
been witness of the bombardment, 
the correspondent of the Times. 
This man’s dispatch was 
duced in the entire world and 
roused a universal wave of indig- 
nation against Fascism. Last 
spring only one foreign  corre- 
spondent had remained in Ethi- 
opia—again the Times man—and 
he reported the massacre of the 
Ethiopians in and around Addis 
Ababa. At Guernica, in the Basque 
country, a few weeks ago, the 
Times correspondent reported Ital- 
ian and German bombing planes 
as responsible for the total de- 
struction of that city and the 
death of hundreds of women and 
children in an “open town.” These 
things cannot be forgiven. The 
Times co ndent apparently 
had to leave Italy before he start- 
ed to write something of the con- 
dition of the people who are pay- 
ing for those grandiose naval and 
military displays which the chief 
of a poor agricultural country 
gives to Werner von Blomberg, 
one of Hitler’s generals.

FOR ALL INDUSTRY 


Cotton Institute Head, How- 
ever, Raps Black-Connery 
Bill at Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—(?) 
An industrial leader urged con- 
gress today to put the 40-hour 
work week into effect throughout 
the nation. 

Claudius T. Murchison, director 
of the Cotton Textile Institute, 
made this proposal following ap- 
peals by members of congress that 
business leaders offer suggestions 


as well as criticism concerning the | §€ 


Black-Connery wage and hour bill. 
He was unsparing in his criti- 
cism of the bill, which would give 
an administrative board power to 
fix different wages for different 
industries and to adjust the work 
week upward and downward. 

“To my mind the bill is the 
epitome of legislative tragedy,” 
Murchison told the committee con- 
ducting hearings on the bill. 

Disillusionment. 

“Tt is a disillusionment for those 
whose hopes were high. 

“It-is sheer fantasy for those 
who would be realistic, and yet, 
within its broad, monstrous, lugu- 
brious form it holds the germ of 
economic sanity and progress.” 

He proceeded then to suggest an 
alternative program. 

The Cotton Textile Institute, 
representing 70 per cent of the 
productive capacity of its indus- 
try, desires immediate passage of 
a bill prohibiting child labor, he 
sgid, and also favors a minimum 
Wage and maximum work week 
established by law. 

He suggested the three issues 
ought to be split into separate leg- 


islation, however, instead of being || 


handled together as in the admin- 
istration bill. 
Asks Differential. 
Murchison advocated establish- 
ment of a nation-wide 40-hour 


work week, with provision for ad-|' 


justments in special cases, and a 
flat minimum wage for all indus- 
try, with differentials only for 
broad geographical divisions. 

He said the textile industry now 
has a $12-a-week minimum wage, 
but he believes it could go along 
with a $13-a-week minimum. He 
urged that the minimum be $l 
higher in the north than in the 
south. 

As it stands, he contended, the 
Black-Connery bill wotil@ bring 
“the death knell of o la- 
bor concurrently with the death 
knell of freedom in industrial en- 
terprise.” 

“The minimum wage, in effect, 
serves merely as a beginning and 
an éxcuse for the control of all 
wages,” Murchison continued.

Vote To “Associate With the Yankees;” Retiring Com- 
. mander Threatens To Use Fists 
Daring Stormy Election. 


To Preserve Order 


JACKSON, Miss., June 11.—({7) 
United Confederate Veterans, 
sharply divided for the past three 
years over the propriety of at- 
tending a joint reunion with the 
Grand Army of the Republic at 
Gettysburg in 1938, finally “bur- 
ied the hatchet” at the closing 
business session of their annual 
reunion today and voted to “asso- 
ciate with the Yankees.” 

“And all of you that don’t want 
to go don’t have to,” shouted re- 
tiring Commander Homer Atkin- 
son. “Let’s not have any more 
talk about it.” 

But the controversial subject of 
smoking the pipe of peace with 
the “Yankees” had no sooner been 
ttled than the veterans engaged 
in battle over the election of a 
successor to Commander Atkin- 
son, who threatened to “use my 
fists” to maintain order. 

After the wrangle of the voting 
wyhad subsided, and the tellers had 
tabulated the count by states, 
General J. M. Claypool, 91l-year- 
old commander wf the Missouri 
division, U. C. V., of St. Louis, 
was declared elected by a vote of 
291 to 211 over Adjutant Gen- 
eral Harry Rene Lee, of Nash- 
ville. 

The old men in gray, some too 
feeble to rise from their seats 
without assistance, shouted threats 
of physical violence over the con- 
tested vote of the South Carolina 
camps, whose votes had been cast 
for General Lee. 

Carolina’s vote, which was fi- 
nally thrown out by Commander 
Atkinson, would have given Gen- 
eral Lee the election. 

Only the eloquence of Paul L. 
Roy, executive secretary of the 
state commission of Pennsylvania, 
planning the joint reunion at 
Gettysburg next year, persuaded 


the “boys in grey” to forget their 
difference 


Roy assured them a report that 
the Confederate soldiers would not 
be allowed to display or unfurl the 
Confederate flag was “not the 
truth at all.” ~- 

“You can wave your flag as 
much as you please,” he said. “We 
are inviting you not as guests of 
the G. A. R. at ‘their’ reunion, 
but as the guests of the state of 
Pennsylvania, 

The veterans were told Penn- 
sylvania had provided $95,000 for 
the reunion, and that the federal 
government would give $350,000 
more. This money, he said, would 
pay the expenses of every veteran, 
and an aide or attendant from the 
time “you leave home until you 
get back.” 

“They waited 35 years to in- 
vite us,” shouted one veteran from 
his seat, “and I ain’t having noth- 
ing to do with them Yankees ’till 
they pay us for the property they 
destroyed in the war.” 

But tris objection was overruled 
by General Atkinson.

INSURANCE FIRM

Policyholders Will Appeal 
Decision Dismissing Charge 
of Fraud.

Charley Massera, of Pittsburgh. 

Braddock, perspiring profusely 
under the first hot sun in days, 
concentrated on infighting. He did 
sharp execution with his right, the 
punch which carries the most 
peril for Louis. 

Throughout the drill, Braddock 
gave full evidence that he intends 
to test his punching to the fullest 
on the next two days. He will box 
eight rounds tomorrow and prob- 
ably six on Sunday. He will 
strive for his top-most efficiency 
before beginning to taper down 
and work to develop speed in his 
final four boxing sessions next 
week. 

The workout was witnessed by 
300 customers. 

Braddock, advised that Colonel

Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—(7)— 
“The house heard Representative 
Fish, Republican, New York, sug- 
gest today that congressional in- 
vestigators of alleged tax dodgers 
' scrutinize President Roosevelt’s in- 
come tax return. 

He said he had information from 
a “reliable authority,” that Mr. 
Roosevelt had deducted losses on 
his “so-called farm at Hyde Park, 
N. Y.” In reality, he said, it “is 
not a farm, but a palatial resi- 
dence.” 

Fish represents ‘the district in 
which the President lives. 

His assertion virtually coincided 
with the President’s signing of a 
measure creating a senate-house 
committee to inquire into tax 
dodging by the wealthy and meth- 
ods. of stopping up revenue loop- 
holes. 

Meanwhile, the. house adopted 
and sent to the senate a resolution 
to continue 3-cent postage and 
more than $500,000,000 of “nui- 
sance” taxes for two years. 

First, however, it slashed from 
the measure an amendment, pre- 
‘viously approved, which would 
have increased the tax on im- 
ported coal from 10 to 25 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

Criticizes Levies. 

After criticizing some of the 
levies—which apply to gasoline, 
automobiles, cosmetics, furs, elec- 
tricity and a wide variety of prod- 
ucts—Fish suddenly diverted to 
the question of tax evasion. 

“Let me say to members of the 
ways and means committee—Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike,” he 
said, “that if they propose to plug 
up these holes and stop tax eva- 
sions and tax avoidance, tlat there 
are other income taxpayers whose 
income you should also look into. 

“IT have not myself seen the in- 


* come tax returns of the President 


of the United States and I do not 
believe I would be permitted to 
see them, but I suggest the com- 
mittee look at the tax returns of 
the President.” 

An undertone of asides ran 
through the big chamber when he 
continued: 

“I am informed on reliable au- 
thority he had deducted from his 
income tax the losses on his so- 
called farm at Hyde Park in my 
district in New York, which, after 
all, is not a farm but is a palatial 
residence. 

“If he has done that, why should 
not others under the law deduct 
their taxes in the same manner? 
If you are going to investigate 
anyone, I suggest you investigate 
these taxes as well. What’s sauce 
nd the goose is sauce for the gan- 

er.” 
Little Verbal Reaction. 

He sat down in a burst of noise 
but his words brought little verbal 
reaction. 

Representative Fuller, Demo- 
crat, Arkansas, passed the matter 
off with a statement that Fish was 
making a play for headlines that 
might read: 

“Fish jumps on President, says 
loopholes in law.” 

Leaders were arranging to start 
the tax dodging investigation next 
week. Vice President Garner and 
Speaker Bankhead were expected 
to make the joint committee ap- 
pointments promptly. 

Treasury officials said they 
were ready to turn over to the 12- 
man committee a roster of names 
of rich persons allegedly to have 
avoided taxes.

SIMPSON SLANDER 
SUIT DISMISSED 


Woman Defendant Submits 
Apology for Repeating 
London Gossip. 


LONDON, June 11.—(#)—Ernest 
Aldrich Simpson swore under vol- 
untary oath in King’s court today 
that he was paid neither by money 
nor other consideration to permit 
the former Wallis Warfield to di- 
vorce him without contest. 
The ship’s broker acted to spike 
gossip to that effect, accepted 
apology through her attorney by 
a British society woman who had 
discussed the divorce at a lunch- 
eon party, and thereupon with- 
drew a stander action against her. 
Repeated Gossip. 

Mrs. Joan Sutherland, Simpson’s 
attorney told the court, had re- 
peated “irresponsible gosgip” to 
the effect that “a sum of money 
had been accepted by Simpson as 
price for his silence.” 

His client, Attorney H. J. Wal- 
lington continued, wished to repu- 
diate that rumor under oath. 

Simpson deposited his umbrella 
on a front bench, and marched 
briskly to the witness box, dress- 
ed in black lounge suit with white 
shirt and stiff collar and carrying 
his bowler hat. 

He kissed the Bible and took 
the oath. 
Wallington asked him if there 
was any truth in the rumor he 
had been paid for not obstructing 
the divorce of Mrs. Simpson, now 
Duchess of Windsor and wife of 
the former King Edward VIII. 
“Most certainly not,” Simpson 
stated in. clear, clipped voice. 
“Was there any promise of pay- 
ment to you?” 
“None whatever.” 

Apology Offered. 
Sir Patrick Hastings, Mrs. Suth- 
erland’s attorney, then offered his 
client’s apology and her regret 
that she was among those who had 
repeated the slander. 
“She had not the slightest in- 
tention of injuring Simpson any 
more than the thousands of other 
women who were talking about 
the matter,” Sir Patrick said. “She 
did not know Mrs. Simpson.” 
Red-robed Lord Chief Justice 
Hewart leaned forward and said: 
“T gather you want this action 
dismissed.” 
Wallington affirmed, and He- 
ward ruled “so be it,” with court 
costs to be paid by Mrs. Suther- 
land, wife of Lieutenant, Colonel 
A. H. C. Sutherland. 

Libel Suit Remains. 

One other court action remains 
in the aftermath of Edward’s abdi- 
cation of the British throne—a 
libel suit by him against publisher 
and author of the book Coronation 
Commentary, which deals with the 
abdication crisis and parts played 
by the principals.

Senator Berry, Democrat, Tennes- 
see. 

An investigation was sought by

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY, . 


took heavy toll, there has been no 
apparent decrease, perhaps an ac- 
tual increase in prevalence of cer- 
tain degenerative diseases in the 
past few decades. The degener-. 
ative diseases which seem to be on 
the increase are arteriosclerosis, 
myocarditis (slow failure of heart 
muscle), chronic nephritis 
(Bright’s disease), angina pectoris, 
eoronary thrombosis, apoplexy— 
these are the various manifesta- 
tions of cardiovascular degenera- 
tion-—diabetes, obesity, chronic nu- 
tritional or metabolic or atrophic 
arthritis, and cancer. 


Cancer is included in the list of 
degenerative diseases, not because 
we know cancer is of that nature, 
but only because cancer seems to 
be on the increase or at any rate 
it is not apparently decreasing in 
frequency, and as yet no cause has 
been determined. 


Dr. Weston A. Price, whose 
studies in the field of oral pathol- 
ogy and dental hygiene are well 
known to all dentors expressed 
the opinion, in a recent address 
before the American Association 
of Physical Anthropologists, that 
the primitive races lose their nat- 
ural immunity to tooth decay and 
to associated degeneration as they 
adopt modern foods, including 
white flour. 

As races or people change from 
natural foods to refined foods, Dr. 
Price has observed, they undergo 
physical. degeneration, that is, de- 
terioration or a retrogression path- 
ological change in cells and tis- 
sues in consequence of which the 
functions of cells and tissues or 
organs are impaired or lost and 
the living substance is converted 
into an inert miass. This degen- 
eration is evidenced in the devel- 
opment of facial deformities, 
crooked teeth, abnormally narrow 
nostrils, with inadequate nasal op- 
enings for breathing purposes, 
tooth decay, tonsil and adenoid 
hypertrophy or enlargement and 
the obstruction of the nose that 
commonly goes with adenoid out- 
growth. Dr. Price’s study has led 
him to conclude that diet along 
the lines of the diet of primitive 
races not only prevents tooth de- 
cay but checks it when it has al- 
ready developed. 

This doesn’t mean that one must 
revert to the habits of the savage 
or the beast of prey. But it does 
imply that optimal nutrition is 
favored by the eating of a reason- 
able amount of raw food daily 
and that gnawing on hard coarse 
raw foods or bones for that mat- 
ter contributes toward develop- 
ment of strong, sound teeth, beau- 
ty of face, functional efficiency of 
breathing passages. 

Degeneration in any tissue or 
structure means premature aging. 
The condition of the teeth is the 
best measure of youth and beauty. 
No periodic physical examination 
or health inventory is adequate 
unless it includes thorough inspec- 
tion by the family doctor and any 
prophylactic treatment he finds 


necessary.

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 


A letter from Mr. William G. 
Maurer, of Allandale, Fla., reached 
me last month. 

“The story of Stanley in Africa,” 
he wrote, “is very interesting to 
Dr. Fred Puleston, of Daytona 
Beach, who is, I believe, the last 
living member of the Stanley ex- 
pedition. He is the author of 
‘African Drums,’ and delivers 
many lectures on Africa and Stan- 
ley. Dr. Puleston is a well-known

It also may be that 
the hole in Arizona was made 
when a single meteor of giant size 
exploded just after striking the 
surface of the earth.

‘mation on wages paid and taxes 
' deducted by employers under the

The 
reports must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue for 
Georgia. 

These returns are made on spe- 
cial government forms, known as 
SS-2 and SS-2-A. The act re- 
‘| quires that the employer fill out 
Form SS-2-A for each employe, 
while Form SS-2 is a consolidation 
= - SS-2-A’s and a third form, 

Samples of SS-2-A may be ob- 
tained from the Social Security of- 
fices in Atlanta, 10 Forsyth Street 
building, and ample supplies of 
both forms will be mailed em- 
ployers by the collector’s office 
before June 30.

“At accidents around the wa- 
ter, someone usually calls for the 
rescue squad and then the crowds 
stands idly by until the firemen 
arrive. The inhalator feeds pure 
oxygen into the victim’s lungs. 
When the firemen arrive they be- 
gin artificial respiration with the 
use of the inhalator. 

“If the artificial respiration has 
already been begun, it is neces- 
sary only for the firemen, to ap- 
ply the inhalator.”

Viaduct Termed Menace to 
Traffic and May Be
